Regulating the Election and Appointment
and De min$ the Duties and Fixing Sal-
aries and Fees of Village Officers.

Be 1T OrpAaixgp, By the Chairman and
Bourd of Trustees of the Village of MeCook:

ARTIULE L—ELECTIONS,

SBection 1. That om the first Tuesday of
April of each yenr an Electien ghall be held
in the Village of MeCook, Nebraska, for Bourd
of flve Trustecs, whe shall hold their office for
one yenr, or until their successors wre clected
and qualified. Said election shall be held in
such place in the vilage as inay be designated
by the Board of Trustees, at lenst ten duys
notice of the same being given by the \’lllu;n.-
Clerk by publieatfon or posting notices in
three public places.
